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DETAILED ACTION 

1 Claims 1-18 are pending for examination as interpreted by the examiner. The IDS filed on 
1 1/25/03 and 4/1 1/05 were considered. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: claims 1-18 are 
allowed over the prior art because of the references cited in the record, considered in 
combination or alone, fail to suggest or fairly teach a method of detecting a type of disk based 
on time taken for the disk tray to open and close that includes all of the limitations as recited in 
claims 1, 3, 5, 7, 15, and 17. All other claims are allowed with their respective allowable parent 
claims 1, 3, 5, 7, 15, and 17.
